Mew Tax Ux*. 

AttsLliou la being exiled by the Bute 
Beard of Taxation to tbe fact that tbe 
last Legislature paeeed an act requiring 
tax collector! of all munlclpalltlee lo 
tbe State to begin procedlnga for tbe 
aaie of landa on which the taxea for the 
preoedlng year are unpaid, Tbe new 
law went Into efleot July 1. 

Under the old act It waa neceaaary tor 
nuulclpal bodlea to teeue warrants for 
the aale of landa bearing delinquent 
taxea, and the original ownera had 
twenty yeara In which to redeem the 
landa so sold. This made It unprofitable 
and tUky for any one but the muololpU 
authorities to pay the tax on the landa, 
acd eo secure them. 

Tbe pew act makes a radloal change, 
and provides that persona buying tbe 
land under the conditions mentioned 
may proceed after two years to aue lo 
tbe Court of Chancery for a settlement 
or a deed. 

For several years past bills have been 
presented lo the Legislature providing 
for the publlcatl'.n of the aaaesement 
lists, ao aa to enable the taxpayers to 
compare their assessments with others. 
Tbe new act provides that assessors 
must file a copy of tbe assessments with 
the clerk of the municipality, and tbls 
Hat must be kept open at all times for 
Inspection by taxpayer*. 

Thomas B. Ueber, Secretary of the 
Stats Board of Taxation, says that It Is 
expected this provision will be tbe tueaus 
of remedying Inequalities, because, ae a 
rule, under the old act, aaeeeeorepave 
refused at oe*a to their books aud denied 
citizens ike privilege of examining their 
>nt«.

A Resale*-1 laae nt ISIA 

On tbe last Friday evening In Jud*. 
1876, lo tbe First Preebyterlao Cburcb 
to Bloomfield, occurred tbe commence¬ 
ment •-xercise* of tbe first class of U>s 
then new High School. There were 
eleven graduate#, nine young women 
aud two young men. There were tbe 
usual commencement festivities and 
enthusiasms. Tbe historic old cburcb 
was crowded to Its utaroit limits. Ner¬ 
vous but happy graduates, admiring 
schoolmate*, gratified teacher*, delight¬ 
ed fathers and mothers, tbe Board of 
School Trustees, some of whom bad 
•erv*d the school* faithfully tor uiaoy 
year*, were all gathered with feeling* 
of unusual Interest to celt brat* tbe 
completion of tbe work of tbe first else* 
to graduate from tbe Hlgb School. 

Tbere have been many notable aud 
delightful graduating exercise* held lo 
the old church since that far-away day; 
but to that evening was glveo tbe 
booor of marking tbe advent among 
tbs nobler Influences of the town, of 
the first of Its sons sod daughters who 
were to lead the long list of High School 
graduates. Commencement evening 
came and ended ; tbe literary exercises 
passed, the music died on the ear, the 
large congregation departed; all that 
was bright and beautiful sod joyous 
became a thing of the past, and the 
pupils who had been a little while 
before only youog men and maidens 
took their places beside their parents 
la the rauke of life's great army as men 
and women. Twenty-eight years have 
oorne and g<>oe since that delightful 
evening, brlnglog many a change to the 
world at-large and to all who ebared 
In those c mmencemeut exercises. 

Last Friday afternoon, June 24, a 
moet Inspiring reuuloo of the class of 
1876 was held at the Charming home of 
Mr* William Wallace Scbouler, who, 
aa 111*8 Annie L. Dodd, was the vale 
dlctorlan of the clase. For the first 
time lu the passing years Mr. J. H. 
Boot, the first principal of the High 
School, and Mrs. Boot were able to be 
present at a meeting of tbe class. All 
bed expected s happy meeting, but It Is 
doubtful If any could have foreeeeu the 
singular sweetness of those brief hours. 
Borne careful observers of life had beeu 
noting from year to year tbe rare and 
noble uplift of life, the growth, lh*r 
steadfastness, the loyalty to duty, the 
simplicity of living that those who were 
boye and girls In 1876 were attaining 
and making their own ae tbe years 
went by; and the hours spent In that 
reunion must remain always la tb« 
minds of those who were present as one 
of the rich memories of life. 

It Is natural that the young should 
hope, but in»oy a life o I fair promise 
find* Itself a broken wreck long before 
what should have been Its summit Is 
attained. And to many a man and 
woman In middle life there remains 
only tha bitter thought that all I* 
vanity. But a* It seem* to at 
least one, tbe class of *76 has much 
more than fulfilled Its early promise. 
In a somewhat unuaual degree tbe 
members of tbe class have lived their 
Uvea and done their work In or near 
their early home. The two or three 
who have gone elsewhere have carried 
the spirit and been true to tbe tradi¬ 
tions of tbe old-time life, while few 
nobler examples of whole touted loyalty 
to truth sod to asrvloe than tbls class 
has shown can be given. It was an 
Inspiration to mors than one pereon 
present to realize lo these brief but 
genuine glances Into the lives of those 
early graduates bow wisely and divinely 
though not always by easy pathways, 
God leads His children to streogtb, to 
peace, to faith'uluesa. Tbe "Grown of 
Life," won by falthfaloess, Is to one 
sod all oomlog steadily nearer 
Twenty eight years ago th« boys *od 
girls of '76 looked joyously toward the 
future. To-day over many broken 
hopes, over many graves, over many a 
mastered soriow, and, aa God mingles 
sorrow sod gladness, over many accom¬ 
plished deslies, they look forward 
perhaps lees joyously but more stead¬ 
fastly toward a borlz >n broader than 
they oould then have Imagined. To 
morrow, when tbe yeara shall have 
ended, they sod those who love them, 
who In turn shall wear lhaU maotie* 
will realize In all Its power and beauty 
the wondrous grace that led them by 
the dally doing of common duties Into 
all that Is sweet and true sod unforget- 
sble lo human Ilfs and service, and 
tbeoce we doubt not from tbe best oo 
earth A) tbe yet higher service, the 
more perfect, the Immortal love.

It le wry evi¬ 
dent from tbe proceedings at tha meet¬ 
ing of June 20 of the Couooll that there 
will bo no lucre*** In the number of sa¬ 
loon* lu tbl* town for one yeer et le**t. 
Tbe most objectionable epplloetloe. lu 
oiy estimation, was for one at the ooruer 
of Gleowcod and Llodeu avenue*. Tbst 
section of the town le purely e residen¬ 
tial one. sod ths streets In that vlciolt; 
are now of a quiet and orderly charac¬ 
ter. Put a saloon there, and what a 
transformation there would be! luelsed 
of lb« peace and quiet thel now relgo, 
the worst class of people would 
coogregate there, and druoksouess 
would run rampant. Besides, tbs resi¬ 
dents having children of school age 
would be afraid to send them past a 
place where liquor Is sold, tor tbere Is 
always so undesirable element banging 
around the drli king resorts. Tbe resi¬ 
dents of the vicinity above mentioned 
feel very grateful to tbe Council for 
unanimously r*j*ctlog the application. 
It show* conclusively that the member* 
of our town government peld due re¬ 
spect to tbe numerous sod strong re¬ 
monstrance* that were presented egaiuit 
this place end those to other residential 
sections of tbe town. 

Of course tbere will be soma people 
who will find fault because licensee were 
grauted to two wholesale plaoee. In 
granting these applications I think tbe 
Council acted very wisely. It should 
be remembered that the wholesale 
places receiving licenses have stores lu 
various parte of tbe county where they 
have permits to sell liquor. It le a very 
easy matter to receive orders at the 
stores here for liquor and fill them out 
at tbetr other places of business, there¬ 
by depriving our town of R>UU per 
year. Therefore, I repeat, It Was a part 
of wisdom to grant licenses to these 
wholesale places her*. People dealing 
with these stores and requiring liquor, 
can be supplied lu the way Indicated, 
and It would be ao *Jt o» folly to reject 
the requests of these places tor licenses. 
Aud I think that those who objected to 
tbese two places will finally see tbst 
It was so set of justice for the Council 
to do ss It did lo granting tbe licenses. 
To do otherwise would simply be cheat¬ 
ing tbe lowu treasury out of $600. for 
It the liquor could out he procured here 
directly. It could be had Indirectly by 
leaving orders hers and having them 
filled at tne other branch store*.
